the  fleeting  period  that  is 
the  culmination  of  four  years 
at  Lake  Forest  College. 


THE  YEAR  OF  1955-56 


.  .  .  was  filled  with  a  good  share  of  notable 
happenings  that  will  find  their  way  into  the 
history  books.  At  the  White  House,  President 
Eisenhower  suffered  a  heart  attack  and  was 
treated  by  Dr.  Paul  White.  The  Democratic 
Presidential  nomination  seekers,  Adlai  Steven- 
son and  Estes  Kefauver,  who  were  barnstorm- 
ing across  the  United  States,  met  in  Florida 
and  exchanged  campaign  buttons.  In  Europe, 
Moscow  leaders,  Nikita  Kruschev  and  Nicolai 
Bulganin  were  turning  on  the  "big  grin"  from 
behind  the  slowly-rising  Iron  Curtain.  Econ- 
omy experts  reported  an  all-time  high  in  pros- 
perity and  predicted  an  even  better  year  in 
1956. 

College  enrollment  in  the  United  States  had 
doubled  since  World  War  II,  and  industry 
screamed  for  graduate  engineers  of  all  kinds. 
The  Ford  Foundation  announced  a  $500,000,000 
grant  to  colleges  and  hospitals  ...  615  non-tax- 
supported,  four  year,  regionally  accredited 
colleges,  and  3.500  privately  operated  hospitals 
were  to  share  in  the  "achievement  grant." 

Lake  Forest  College  was  one  of  the  schools 
that  received  a  portion  of  the  Ford  Grant.  The 
details  of  the  widely  acclaimed  grant  of 
$255,900  were  reported  by  President  Ernest 
Johnson  during  Christmas  Vacation.  The 
principal  portion  of  the  award  is  to  be  added 
to  the  college  endowments  and  the  income  to 
be  applied  to  faculty  salaries. 

A  $480,000  women's  dormitory  project  to  be 
started  in  the  spring,  kicked  off  the  expansion 
plans  of  the  college.  Also  announced  was  an 
$80,000  faculty  cottage  program. 

Amidst  the  maze  of  registration  and  physical 
examinations.  Dr.  Johnson  welcomed  a  large 
group  of  freshmen  to  the  campus.  The  sorori- 
ties hustled  and  bustled  to  prepare  for  the  early 
rushing  parties,  looking"  forward  to  the  pledging 
ceremonies,  October  3.  The  girls  started  off 
the  last  round  with  the  Chi  O's  annual  Bowery 
Party,  then  to  the  Alpha  Xi's  Rose  Garden 
Party.  Next  on  the  agenda,  was  the  Gamma 
Phi's  "South  Sea  Cruise,"  the  AD  Pi's  Pirate 
Ship  Party  and  the  last  affair,  another  nautical 
scene,  the  Good  Ship  Alpha  Phi. 

On  September  22,  Lake  Forest  College's 
football  squad  lost  to  a  strong  Beloit  team  34-6. 
Harold  Freberg  tallied  the  1  lone  score. 

Tuesday,  the  25th  of  September,  found  the 


doors  of  the  Deerpath  Theatre  open  to  welcome 
the  new  L.F.C.  students,  followed  by  Wednes- 
dav's  Talent  Show  where  Marian  Hunt  scored 
a  hit  with  her  vocal  selections. 

Meanwhile,  organizations  and  clubs  began 
calling  meetings.  The  Forester,  the  Econom- 
ics Club,  Psychology  Club  and  the  Student- 
Faculty  Club  all  announced  early  get-togethers. 
Another  group,  already  hard  at  work,  was  the 
Homecoming  Committee,  headed  by  Bill  Eck- 
ert.  Voting  for  Homecoming  Queen  was  an- 
nounced for  October  10  and  11  in  the  basement 
of  College  Hall.  Joan  Kraus,  Elections  Chair- 
man, supervised  the  voting. 

All  the  men  interested  in  singing,  "Eddie 
Fishers"  or  not,  were  invited  to  join  the  newly 
organized  men's  chorus.  Plans  of  the  group 
included  barbershop,  spirituals,  folk  songs  and 
pop  numbers. 

One  of  the  many  new  faces  on  the  campus 
this  year  was  that  of  John  E.  Erickson.  John, 
a  native  of  Rockford  was  named  head  basket- 
ball and  tennis  coach  at  the  college.  While  in 
school  at  Beloit  College,  the  young  coach  ex- 
celled in  basketball  and  tennis. 

Alpha  Delta  Pi  and  Phi  Pi  Epsilon  carried 
off  the  last  semester's  scholarship  trophies.  The 
girls  won  with  a  grade  point  average  of  1.67 
while  the  men  had  a  1.41.  Top  class  honors 
went  to  the  seniors  who  led  with  an  average 
of  1.88.  However,  the  senior  women's  2.12 
out-distanced  the  senior  men's  1.76  by  a  sizable 
margin.     The  all-student  average  was  1.36. 

Chapel  programs  included  such  fine  speakers 
as:  Dr.  Chandrasekhar,  who  spoke  on  "Empty 
Lands  and  Hungry  Stomachs",  Nobel  Prize 
Winner,  Dr.  Harold  C.  Urey  spoke  on  "The 
Origin  of  Life",  party  members,  Stephen 
Mitchell  and  Everett  Dirksen,  spoke  on  politics 
and  the  Film  Society  announced  a  series  of 
"Movie  Classics".  The  films  shown  were: 
"The  Passion  of  Joan  of  Arc",  "Italian  Straw 
Hat",  "Million  Dollar  Legs",  and  "Duck  Soup". 

Dr.  Gordon  Milne,  returned  from  England 
and  related  his  travels  to  Stratford-on-Avon. 
Edinburgh,  and  other  literary  sites  to  the  radio 
audience  over  WKRS. 

October  19,  marked  the  first  meeting  of  the 
newly  organized  Independent  Women's  Club 
under  the  leadership  of  Kit  Graham.  The  26 
members  invited  all  those  interested  to  join 
them  at  their  Mondav  meetings. 


The  Freshman  Women's  Pan-Hellenic  Study 
Hall  for  all  resident  freshmen  women  with 
delinquent  grades  was  put  into  effect  in  Oc- 
tober. The  plan  was  enforced  in  order  to 
direct  sincere  concentration  on  difficult  courses. 

Saturday,  October  29,  was  Parents'  Day  at 
Lake  Forest  College.  The  schedule  of  events, 
planned  by  Jerry  Lake's  committee,  started 
with  registration  at  Lois  Durand  Hall,  then  a 
luncheon,  an  open  house,  and  the  Lake  Forest- 
Elmhurst  football  game  in  the  afternoon.  In 
the  evening,  after  dinner,  the  folks  were  treated 
to    the    Garrick    Play   "Dial   M   For   Murder". 

The  Community  Council  was  asked  to  help 
solve  the  Commons  Dining  Hall  situation.  The 
problem  was:  the  congestion  created  at  noon 
when  the  students  all  arrived  from  their  11:00 
classes  at  the  same  time.  One  solution  posed 
was  to  have  all  Tuesday  and  Thursday    11:00 


classes  moved  up  to  10:35,  allowing  them  to 
a  rrive  at  lunch  at  1 1 :30. 

A  meeting  of  the  Ski  Club  was  called  for 
November  3.  Plans  for  the  club  included  both 
skiing  and  social  activities.  The  club  offered 
a  program  for  all  those  who  wished  to  learn 
how  to  ski. 

Campus  renovation  plans  at  Lake  Forest 
included  the  demolition  of  three  of  the  five 
veteran's  housing  units  east  of  Farwell  Field. 
Another  plan  was  the  tearing  down  of  the 
South  Campus  Gymnasium.

HAVE  YOU  SEEN  THE  STENTOR  YET? 


...  is  a  frequent  Friday  afternoon  question. 
Nearly  every  student  at  Lake  Forest  has  asked 
it  at  one  time  or  another.  The  popular  news- 
paper is  published  30  times  a  year  and  is  com- 
pleting its  70th  year  of  publication.  During 
the  1955-56  Stentor  year,  there  were  two  edi- 
torial staffs:  the  first  semester's  editors  were 
Donna  Lenters,  Editor-in-chief,  Lois  Schubert, 
news-editor,  Margaret  Neely,  city  editor  and 
Emmet  Cleary,  sports-editor.  During  the 
second  semester.  Donna  Lenters,  Lois  Schu- 
bert, and  Emmet  Cleary  were  the  three  co- 
editors  and  Jane  Reesman  edited  the  news 
page.  John  Briddle  edited  the  sports  page  and 
Margaret  Neely  was  again  the  city-editor.  For 
both  semesters,  Roger  Wilhelm  took  charge  of 
the  paper's  circulation,  which  extends  not  only 
to  students  and  faculty  but  to  alumni  and 
future  students  as  well.  Thorn  Hine,  as  busi- 
ness manager  for  the  season,  handled  the  ad- 
vertising and  other  business  functions  of  the 
paper.  Dr.  Gordon  Milne,  the  faculty  ad- 
visor, was  consulted  often  on  matters  of  policy 
and  journalism. 

Three    regular   contributors    to    the    Stentor 
were    Alan   Solomon,    Bill   Bunge,    and    Frank 


Hahn.  Alan  wrote  reviews  on  all  the  Garrick 
plays,  current  movies  and  even  wrote  on  the 
success  of  a  party  in  the  spring.  Bill  Bunge's 
editorial  features  were  quite  popular  and  con- 
sistently provoked  letters  to  the  editor.  "In 
the  Sportlight",  featuring  various  athletes,  was 
a  weekly  donation  by  Frank  Hahn. 

Many  Monday  and  Wednesday  nights  were 
spent  on  assembling  the  Stentor  for  its  Friday 
afternoon  distribution.  Lights  burned  late  and 
typewriters  clacked  noisily  in  the  busy  office  in 
the  basement  of  the  Institute.  On  Wednes- 
days, the  paper  was  pasted  up  and  proofread. 
The  headlines  were  written  and  the  whole 
bundle  was  transported  to  the  printer  on 
Thursday. 

Because  the  Stentor  is  the  newspaper  of  the 
student  body,  it  has  been  the  hope  of  the  editors 
that  it  should  be  used  to  voice  the  opinion  and 
the  ideas  of  all  the  students.  On  occasion,  a 
controversial  issue  was  presented,  and  the  fun 
began,  but  unless  all  elements  and  sides  are 
heard,  the  paper's  responsibility  is  not  fulfilled. 
This  is  up  to  the  students  ...  all  of  them  .  .  . 
to  make  the  Stentor,  "the  Voice  of  the  Stu- 
dents" at  LFC. 
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ABOUT  THE  1956  FORESTER  STAFF 


Although  there  was  an  ofhce  provided  for 
the  1956  Forester  Staff,  very  little  of  the  work 
was  done  there.  The  Editor,  Jerry  Lake 
literally  carried  the  work  around  with  him. 
Most  of  his  time  was  spent  working,  either  in 
his  room  at  the  fraternity  house  or  in  his  apart- 
ment during  the  summer  months.  Joe  Pet- 
rzilka,  the  Business  Manager,  did  much  of  his 
work  in  the  Placement  Office.  Lee  Miller 
the  Photographic  Editor,  could  be  seen  at  any 
time  during  the  day,  running"  around  with  a 
fist  full  of  photo  assignment  slips  and  asking. 
"Has  anyone  seen  Sacek?"  And  ,  .  .  just  about 
everyone  had  seen  Bob  Sacek  scurrying  around, 
camera  in  hand,  arranging  some  group  for  a 
picture.  During  four  years  at  LFC  as  the  chief 
photographer,  Bob  became  quite  the  profes- 
sional. Of  course,  it  took  more  than  just  one 
photographer  to  snap  the  many  fine  pictures 
in  the  '56  Forester.  Keith  Keller,  Jerry  Ellers- 
dorfer,  Gordon  Grabow,  Jim  Vitt  and  Mr. 
Yamaguchi  from  the  Daguerre  Studios  con- 
tributed quite  a  few.  Don  Swanson,  assistant 
to  the  editor,  took  charge  of  the  Senior  Section

THE  1956  FOOTBALL  SEASON  .  .  . 


.  .  .  was  a  winning  campaign  under  the  coach- 
ing guidance  of  Al  Hanke,  Ray  Leshner,  and 
Carl  Scichili.  The  Foresters  unquestionably 
played  their  best  games  of  the  year  during  the 
final  half  of  the  season.  If  the  Foresters  opening 
game  with  MacAlester  was  any  indication  of 
what  was  to  come.  Coach  Al  Hanke  apparently 
was  in  for  a  rough  season.  Although  the  score 
was  0  -  0,  it  was  evident  that  the  Foresters  were 
not  rolling  yet. 

In  the  two  games  following,  the  team  was 
defeated  by  Beloit,  34-6,  and  Illinois  Wesleyan, 
18-8.  Things  began  to  look  somewhat  brighter 
against  North  Central,  6-0,  but  it  was  evident 
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that  if  they  had  been  in  stride  that  they  could 
have  tripled  that  score.  During  the  latter  half 
of  the  campaign,  the  Big  Red  began  to  click  for 
the  first  time.  Their  0  -  0  tie  with  Wheaton 
was,  nevertheless,  a  moral  victory  for  Lake 
Forest,  and  a  crushing  blow  to  the  Crusaders. 
The  team  suffered  a  setback,  however,  when 
Danny  Herz,  a  fine  offensive  guard  and  de- 
fensive line-backer,  was  lost  for  the  season. 

During  the  Wheaton  game,  and  for  the  rest 
of  the  season,  the  passing  of  Ed  Williams,  and 
the  running  of  Bob  Shepherd,  Harley  Wahl, 
Jim  Hisler,  Ed  Chvatal,  Bob  Scichili,  and  Bill 
Joor  began  to  take  prominence. 
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With  any  luck,  the  Foresters  would  have  been 
able  to  take  the  Millikin  game,  but  instead  were 
19  -  13  losers.  Hanke's  squad  definitely  hit 
full  stride  in  their  final  games  against  Elmhurst 
and  Augustana,  turning  both  games  into  near 
routs.  The  Forester  defensive  unit  held  Augie 
to  only  88  yards,  while  the  offensive  squad 
rolled  up  a  total  of  307  yards. 

The  team  was  not  plagued  by  as  many  serious 
injuries  as  in  the  previous  campaign,  when 
there  were  12  major  casualties,  only  three  of 
whom  ever  returned  to  action  during  the  season. 
This  year  only  one  man,  halfback  Harvey  Ricks, 
was  lost  for  the  entire  season.  One  other, 
Dan  Herz,  failed  to  finish  the  year  out,  and 
several  more  missed  one  or  two  games. 


Ed  Williams  was  the  Forester's  individual 
passing  leader,  with  31  completions  in  67  at- 
tempts, good  for  483  yards.  Jim  Hisler  was  the 
leading  ground-gainer  with  243  yards  in  60 
carries  from  his  fullback  position.  The  pass- 
receiving  was  fairly  evenly  distributed  between 
Hisler  and  ends  Mischa  Rader,  Dick  Gehrs, 
and  Dave  Abrams,  Bob  Shepherd,  who  was 
badly  injured  in  the  Augie  game,  showed  prom- 
ise as  a  runner  as  did  freshman  Harley  Wahl. 
John  Stremple,  Harold  Freeberg,  Bob  Scichili. 
Ed  Chvatal  and  Bill  Joor  alternately  ran 
from  the  halfback  positions  to  form  a  fairly 
powerful  backfield  combination.  Chvatal  led 
the  CCI  with  a  37.9  yard  punting  average.

Carol  Seaman  was  President  of  the  1955  -  56 
Pan-Hellenic  Association,  as  the  Alpha  Xi  Delta 
sorority  took  its  turn  at  the  rotating  presidency. 
The  association  is  composed  of  representative 
members  of  each  sorority  and  encourages  inter- 
sorority  co-operation,  supervises  and  regulates 
rushing  and  pledging,  and  enforces  policies  set 
up  by  its  national  constitution.

Every 
resident  freshman  woman  who  had  three  to 
five  hours  of  red  cards  was  required  to  spend 
two  evenings  a  week  in  the  study  hall.  This 
plan  was  prompted  by  the  necessity  of  proctors 
for  girls  with  delinquent  cards.

The  4:00  P.M.  meeting  of  the  Student  Con- 
gress was  called  to  order  promptly  at  4:17  by 
President  John  Patton  upon  arrival  of  the  last 
member  of  the  group.  First  on  the  agenda  was 
roll  call.  Answering  "Present"  were:  Ruth 
Cain  and  Carol  Jensen,  Alpha  Delta  Pi,  Joan 
Kraus,  and  Judy  Howard,  Alpha  Phi,  Marilyn 
Kempsell  and  Jeanette  Maxwell.  Alpha  Xi 
Delta,  Pat  Gordon,  Kai  Meidell,  Gamma  Phi 
Beta,  Jill  Pryse,  Gretchen  Galecki,  Chi  Omega, 
Donna  Holze  and  Jane  McClintock,  Indepen- 
dent Women,  Jack  Hawes  and  Dave  Peo,  Delta 
Chi,  Carl  Bickle  and  Bob  Sacek,  Kappa  Sigma, 
Chuck  McNeil  and  Jim  Jacobson,  Tau  Kappa 
Epsilon,  Doug  McDonald  and  Ron  Banas,  Phi 
Delta  Theta,  and  Carlos  Bastidas  and  Emmet 
Cleary  of  Phi  Pi  Epsilon.
